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PERSONALITY  OF  THE  MONTH 

HYAM  OWEN,  M.B.,  Ch.M. 


After  45  years  Tattersall’s  Club 
member  Dr.  Hyam  Owen  has  retired 
from  active  practice  at  Rose  Bay  where 
he  has  been  known  to  many  Eastern 
Suburbs’  citizens. 

As  a  mark  of  esteem  his  colleagues 
in  the  Eastern  Suburbs’  Medical  Assoc¬ 
iation  recently  elected  him  a  life  mem¬ 
ber. 

Hyam  comes  from  a  highly  res¬ 
pected  family  of  doctors,  there  being 
13  medical  graduates  of  Sydney  Uni¬ 
versity  in  his  and  his  wife’s  families. 
He  was  born  in  Condobolin  on  the 
Lachlan  River,  then  educated  at  Fort 
St.  High  School.  Dr.  Owen  graduated 
in  1924. 

He  attributes  his  physical  Fitness  to 
his  regular  exercise  at  Sydney  Uni¬ 
versity  Rowing  Club  and  on  the  tennis 
courts.  His  10  2/5 ths  seconds  for  the 
100  yards  sprint  was  his  best  run  in 
those  days. 

He  started  general  practice  in  King’s 
Cross  in  1926  and  lived  and  practised 
in  Rose  Bay  and  Macquarie  St.,  Sydney, 
practically  ever  since. 

Hyam  joined  the  Army  medical 
corps  in  1936  when  his  friend  Brigad¬ 
ier  Joe  Steigrad  told  him  “Mussolini 
is  going  through  Ethiopia,  we’d  better 
stop  him  before  he  gets  to  Jaffa!” 

He  served  in  the  AAMC  throughout 
World  War  II  attaining  the  rank  of 
lieutenant-colonel,  and  recently  receiv¬ 
ed  the  Founders’  Medallion  from  the 
Rose  Bay  RSL  Club. 

Dr.  Owen  is  affectionately  known 
to  his  large  circle  of  friends  as  the 
“Rose  Bay  Clipper”,  and  he  says  that 
is  one  department  of  his  duty  from 
which  he  will  not  retire. 

In  1959  he  was  a  delegate  for  the 
NSW  branch  of  the  Australian  Medical 
Association  at  the  British  Medical  Asso¬ 
ciation’s  congress  in  Edinburgh  and 
in  Montreal.  Again  in  1964  he  took 
part  in  discussions  at  Helsinki  at  a 


meeting  of  the  World  Medical  Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Outside  his  medical  work  he  is  a 
keen  club  man  including  Elanora 
Country  Club  (golf)  and  Double  Bay 
Bowling  Club,  where  he  is  known  as 
Omar  Hyam  for  his  poetic  efforts  in 
the  club’s  bulletin. 

From  1960  to  1963  he  was  pre¬ 
sident  of  the  Jewish  Ex-service  Asso¬ 
ciation.  He  is  now  serving  his  third 
year  as  president  of  the  Great 
Synagogue  of  Sydney.  One  of  his 
mottos  is  “To  serve,  to  preserve,  and 
to  deserve.” 

Hyam  believes  in  giving  a  little 
more  service  than  is  expected,  a  little 
more  than  is  paid  for,  a  sort  of 
“bread  upon  the  waters.”  He  says  the 
“cake”  comes  back  to  him  in  friend¬ 
ship,  loyalty  and  support.  Thus  he 
retains  his  faith  in  human  nature. 
His  wife  calls  him  the  perfect  Polly  anna. 

He  is  extremely  proud  of  his  wife, 
also  an  alumna  of  Sydney  University, 
and  whose  rich  contralto  voice  has 
been  heard  at  many  charity  functions. 
They  have  two  children  and  five  grand 
children.  Both  children  are  graduates 
of  Sydney  University  and  have  married 
graduates  of  the  same  university. 

Hyam’s  son,  Dr.  Earl  Owen,  is  a 
world  recognised  authority  in  micro¬ 


surgery  and  tissue  transplantation. 
Daughter  Pamela  for  many  years  held 
the  unique  post  of  phonetics  expert 
at  the  ABC  studios. 

TCM  of  June  1955  contained  the 
following  paragraph: 

“Every  year  about  this  time  Dr. 
Hyam  Owen  does  his  own  very  nice 
thing,  he  arranged  a  luncheon  in  the 
Dining  Room  for  himself,  Jim  Cromwell 
and  Les  Harrison.  The  anniversary  he 
celebrates  is  the  date  of  his  election 
in  1950  to  the  Club,  and  the  two  he 
entertains  are  of  course  his  proposer 
and  seconder.  A  pleasant  gesture  to 
his  friends,  and  a  pleasant  compliment 
to  the  Club,  that  he  should  feel  his 
membership  so  important  to  him  that 
he  wishes  to  remember  the  day  it 
began.” 

Hyam  says  the  idea  is  not  copy¬ 
righted. 

When  asked  recently  for  his  motto 
for  keeping  so  young-looking,  he  an¬ 
swered  “I’ll  give  you  a  free  prescription: 
work  like  hell,  play  like  hell  and  be 
regular.” 

Now  that  he  has  the  time,  we  look 
forward  to  meeting  Hyam  more  often 
in  Tattersall’s  Club.
